ternoon. In the neighborhood of Chatillon, the 
Germans retreated a couple of miles. French and 
American patrols are keeping in full touch. The 
maximum depth of the American penetration is 
reported at 13 miles. 


With the Americans on the Metz Frant, Sept. 


14.—The Hindenburg line is under continual shell- 
ing from heavy and light American guns. 


Numbers of Germans have been caught behind 


the American line and the work of mopping up the 
St. Mihiel salient is in progress.

miles north of their old one.

American forces, smashing syi from 
the south, thus closing the sack.
